Russian intervention in China 
became possible when Russia en- 
tered the war against Japan in 
1945, the report said. The Chinese 
National Government was prevent- 
ed by poor transportation facili- 
ties and Communist interference 
from disarming Japanese troops, 
and Japanese arms were taken 
over by the Chinese Communists. 

“By the time the United States 
abandoned its efforts to secure a 
truce in China, and misguidedly to 
persuade the National Government 
to accept a coalition with the Com- 
munists, the Communists were 
ready to renew the civil war with 
many times their former re- 
sources,” the report said. 

The report called the Commu- 
nist Party in China one of the 
strongest in the world, numbering 
about 2,000,000 members. It has an 
effective army, and governs an 
area with as great a population as 
the United States, the report said. 

Survival of China as a demo- 
cratic nation is vital to the safety 
of all democratic nations, the Com- 
mittee said. 

To achieve any stability in 
China, there must be “an immedi- 
ate shot in the arm” from the 
United States in the form of some 
manufactured goods and a few 
raw materials, the Committee said. 
It recommended continued aid to 
China despite other commitments 
elsewhere in the world.

WEEK, as the Moscow-Berlin-Paris negotiations over 

the German crisis sputtered to a horrifying stop,anen & 

women everywhere shared a common question: How close 
is war? 

In map rooms, boardrooms, classrooms, barrooms, the 
question was asked a million times. Britain, which has re- 
cently looked upon the U.S. as somewhat hysterical about 
the danger of war, was swept by a wave of alarm—but not 
of panic. 

The London Daily Mirror reported the British people as 
“calmly bewildered and apprehensively steady.” The phrase 
was very British, but it described the attitude of the Western 
world in general. , 

The West was braced for a blow—and it wanted desperately 
to know whether the blow was likely to come soon, or whether 
it might be postponed a year, or ten, or more. 

No man alive—not even Stalin—knew the answer. No one 
had a grip on all the main factors in the equation. Some men, 
however, knew much more than others; and some answers 
were much better than others. 

Last week a survey of the best sources of information in 
the non-Communist world yielded some hard facts, some 
pertinent speculation and some cautious conclusions about 
the chances of war. 


Just for Defense? 


The U.S. has no persuasive direct evidence that Russia is 
preparing an immediate military attack. 
The Red Army (see cut) has at least 14 divisions in Eastern 


_ Germany—a formidable force compared to the U.S., British 


and continental troops facing them. There is, however, little 
evidence that the Russians have been building up their gar- 
rison in Germany or preparing it to strike. 

Some evidence exists of increasing Russian military con- 
centration much farther east, between Kiev and the Ruman- 


ian border. This might be preparation for an attack. On the 


other hand, it might be a Russian defensive measure, spring- 
ing from the Kremlin’s uneasiness over the uneasy satellite 
countries on Russia’s border. 

The intelligence services of Western nations were cer- 
tain that Russia, although it had the larger ground force, 
would be militarily much weaker than an armed U.S. 

The Russians have not got the atomic bomb. The Rus- 
sian economic machine has made no recent important 
strides on the very long way it would have to go to ap- 
proach equality with the U.S. Nevertheless, Russia’s 
defensive capacity is impressive. If attacked, Russia would 
defend itself stubbornly. 

As to the near side of the fence, some equally certain state- 
ments can be made. The U.S. and its allies are not mounting 
an attack on Russia. They too are trying to strengthen their 
defenses, and they have concentrated in Britain a bomber 
force capable of striking a very hard, retaliatory, atomic 
blow if the Red Army moves against the West. 


Communists profess to believe that a group of “capitalists 
and militarists” who dominate U.S. policy want war. Henry 
Wallace repeats this dangerous lie. Even a few British offi- 
cials believe that the U.S. Government leans toward the idea 
of a “preventive war” in the near future, before Russia gains 
in relative strength. 

A group in favor of preventive war does exist in the U.S. 


‘Government and the U.S. public. It is largely made up of 


people who could be described as disillusioned idealists; in 
their past fatuity, they had put too much trust in Russia or 
in the U.N.; in their present disappointment they want to 
“get it over with” by attacking Russia. : 

But this small and scattered group has little influence on 
either the Government or the nation. It does not include a 
single top level official, civilian or military, in the present 
Administration, or any man likely to become a high official 
in a Dewey Administration. 

The gist of these certain facts boils down to this: 
1. the West has no intention of starting a war, preventive 
or otherwise; | 
2. the West has no clear proof, or even strong indication, 
that the Russians are about to attack, and 


3. either side, if attacked, will fight back. 
These certainties, however, cover only a very tiny part of the 
whole picture. Most of the answers to the question of war's 


closeness have to be calculated in terms of the probable, the 
possible and even the fantastic. 


Just Berlin? 


The worst piece of analysis which last weekend's crisis 
brought to the surface came from a French government offi- 
cial. A reporter who asked him for his view of the Berlin 
issue cabled the following account of the Frenchman’s reply: 

“You see, Berlin is the only bad point today in our rela- 
tions with Russia. You remember the pressure on Turkey, 
then on Iran; then there was the Greek danger. Well, all that

fs gone now; only Berlin remains. For my part, I feel that if 
we can solve this question without . . .” (here a pause of 
some seconds and the merest suggestion of a shudder) “with- 
out ... anything unpleasant .. . then, then. . .”’ (another, 
slightly longer pause and an expression of the eyes such as 
might be brought by only a beautiful memory or a lovely 
hope) “then .. . well, I don’t say for centuries, not centuries 


- necessarily, but for a very long time indeed, the Western 


powers and Russia may live without disturbance beside one 
another .. . Of course, this sort of arrangement would not be 
pleasant for the Poles and the Czechs, but . . .” (now the 
gesture suggests a delicate, gentlemanly shrug) ‘well, I think 
we could have peace for a long time. Just Berlin—that’s all 
that stands in the way. That is why we are so anxious to 
solve this one remaining question . . . just Berlin.” 

This well-intentioned nincompoop obviously thought that 
war was just around the corner, but that it could be pushed 
into the very remote future by a single act of renunciation on 
the part of the West. 


What about their relative strength? In the tangible, meas- 
urable factors with which military men deal, the U.S., plus 
its allies, would be clearly much stronger than Russia plus 
its allies. 


There are,, however, imponderables in the equation. A 
Communist in a Chinese radio station might think up a 
political slogan worth six aircraft carriers or a large steel 
plant. The relative superiority of the U.S., while certain by 
military standards, is only probable by over-all strategic 
standards. A sane Communist could conclude that Russia’s 
strength equals or surpasses that of the US. 


He could, of course, be wrong, as the Kaiser and Hitler 
and Tojo were wrong. Who will win a war is determined by 
real strength, but whether a war will start is determined largely 
by estimates of strength, which may be right or wrong. 


When the U.S. tries to guess at how the Kremlin estimates 
US. strength, it is obviously dealing with the probable, the 
possible and the fantastic. Who, for instance, can say what 
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He was concentrating on a tree—Berlin—and ignoring a 
whole forest of issues to which the Russians could (and, on 
form, would) turn the day after they had cut down the 
Western position in Berlin. 


A Western retreat from Berlin would not bring immediate 
war, but it would invite a further Russian advance in Germany 
which would be harder to resist because the Berlin concession 
had been made. At some point along this road, the West would 
probably turn and stand its ground, as Neville Chamberlain 
turned and stood on the issue of the invasion of Poland. 


Powder Kegs & Lollipops 


No worthwhile estimate of the chances of war can be made 
(as the Frenchman made his) on the basis of an isolated 
issue, whether it be Hitler’s drive for Poland or Stalin's for 
Berlin. 

Great nations are not powder kegs exploding into war at 
the drop of a carelessly tossed diplomatic demarche. Nor are 
they children, to be pacified by a conciliatory lollipop. Situa- 
tions ripe for war find the specific issues (sometimes quite 
trivial ones, like Sarajevo) that start the shooting. Situations 
not ripe for war ignore specific issues (sometimes very 
serious ones, like Hitler’s remilitarization of the Rhineland). 


From Waterloo to 1914 there were a score of issues over 
which France and Britain might have fought. They were old 
enemies and current imperial rivals. Yet they did not fight: 
the French had little chance against British sea power; the 
British had little interest in destroying the French check on 
Austrian and Prussian land power. Britain and France were 
not “ripe” for war. 


Is the confiict between the U.S. 
and Russia ripe today? 


The simplest, deadliest kind of war ripeness occurs when two 
nations, having conflicting aims which each considers vital, 
arrive at a point of strength where each believes it can beat 
the other, and that it has more chance of winning if the war 


is not postponed. 


There is no doubt that the U.S. and the Kremlin consider 


that they have conflicting vital interests. The Communists have 
always believed (and almost always said) that their mission is 
worldwide victory for their system; and that their own survival 
could not be assured in a world partly non-Communist. Since 
the U.S. began to understand, about two years ago, that the 
Communists actually believed this, the U.S. has recognized 
its essential conflict with Russia. 
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effect the police state mentality has on honest strategic in- 
formation? Do they tell Stalin what he wants to hear? Or 
do they tell him the truth? 

Even in this murky area of speculation there are some 
signposts. Stalin does not seem to be an egomaniac, like 
Hitler. His career has been notable for caution. 

On a number of issues the Soviet government has reacted to 
U.S. firmness in a way that indicates its respect for U.S. 
strength; it has behaved in general as if it were not seeking 
immediate war. 

The balance of evidence seems to indicate that the Kremlin 
estimate of relative U.S. v. Russian strength is about the 
same as the U.S. calculation. If the Russians do consider the 
U.S, clearly stronger, then the chances of immediate war 
probably are not great. 


X or Y or Z? 


If there is any argument in Russia’s Politburo (and there 
probably is) about relative U.S.-Russian strength, that argu- 
ment is bound to lead into another: Is Communism growing 
at the expense of anti-Communism, or vice versa? 


If Politburo Member X believes that the U.S. is now 
stronger than Russia, but that in the future U.S. strength 
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The answer is somewhere 


between “NO” and “MAYBE” 


will decline while Russia’s rises, he would logically be 


against war now. 


If Politburo Member Y believes Russia stronger than the 
U.S. now, but destined to decline in relative strength, he 
would logically be in favor of war now. 


‘For all the West knows, the balance is held by Politburo 
Member Z, who believes that strength is roughly equal now. 
To Z any sign that the West is declining is an argument for 
postponing war until it declines further; any sign that it is 
rising is reason for fighting now. 

The prevailing view in Washington is that Kremlin policy 
is controlled by those who think like Politburo Member X. 

A small minority (which containg some very shrewd men) 
believes that Comrade Z has the floor in Moscow. If this 
minority is right, then U.S. rearmament and the success of 
the Marshall Plan might bring war closer. Nevertheless, this 
minority group favors rearmament and the Marshall Plan, 
not because it wants wag, but because it fears a Communist 
sweep across the world unless anti-Communist resistance 
is stiffened. 

There is not much objective evidence that Kremlin policy 
is dominated by the now-or-never school. The Communists 
made an energetic and brilliant bid for the domination of 
Europe, but they did not spend or risk much in the bidding. 


Their electoral drives for France and Italy cost the Krem- 
lin very little; their defeat leaves them in a position to try 
again at the first sign of Western weakness—and try they will. 


In Asia, Red success has probably outrun Kremlin expecta- 
tions. They are a long way from control of Asia, but they have 
helped to alienate most of it from the West. Already this suc- 
cess is paying Red dividends in denying to Europe a large part 
of normal trade with Asia. (see FOREIGN NEWS.) 

World Communism has recently lost ground in the West- 
ern Hemisphere and in Europe; but it is not a cornered rat, 
and there is little reason to suppose that it will act like one. 
If Marx, Lenin and Stalin are right (and a Communist is 
conditioned to believe they are), the West is bound to de- 
cline. The role of the Communist, as he sees it, is to speed 
that decline. Of all the ways that it can be done, war is 
the riskiest. ) 

It is significant (although certainly not conclusive) that 
the U.S.S.R. did not attack either Germany or Japan during 
the years when both were preparing to attack her. 


Permanent Crisis 
From these facts, inferences and guesses, some conclusions, 
mostly tentative, can be drawn. Among them: 
1. The U.S. does not want war now. (Certain.) 


2. The U.S. will fight against a Russian military ad- 
vance almost anywhere, including Berlin, beyond the 
area now Soviet-controlled. (Highly probable.) 


3. The U.S. would be much slower to react militarily 
against Russian political gains. (Highly probable.) 


4. The U.S.S.R. does not want war now. (Probabie.) 


5. The U.S.S.R. will continue to press hard against soft 
spots in the anti-Communist front. (Highly probable.) 


6. The danger of war decreases as Western strength 
grows, inereases as it declines. (Probable.) 


7. War this year is a real possibility, but is not probable. 
8. Continued disturbance of the “peace” is almost 


certain. 
As one high U.S. official put it last week: “The crisis is per- 
manent, and the American people will just have to get used 
to it.”

‘What Is Our Thinking Now? 


- - Oct. 1 was an important anniversary 
date. 
It was the first day of “Peace in Our 
Time.” 
Late on Sept. 30, 10 years ago, two 
- exhausted and humiliated men, Britain’s 
- Neville Chamberlain and France’s Paul 
: Deladier, emerged from a 14-hour ses- 
- sion with Adolph Hitler. They had found 
. him in a nonco-operative mood. Both 
- Chamberlain and Deladier revealed they 
. they had been shocked by his rages and 
- his rudeness. 
But, after 14 hours they gave in and 
allowed him all he asked. | 
Deladier said, “We have avoided war 
and that is a lot.” 
Chamberlain, in London on Oct. 1, said, 
“I believe it is peace in our time.” 
Those were the days when a lot of 
persons in France, Britain and America 
were saying that there was no use fight- 
ing or dying for the Czechs. Let Hitler 
have it. 
That was the mood of Oct. 1, 1938. 
In the 10 years that have intervened 
a war of great destruction of life and 
goods has been fought. Maps have been 
ehanged and two great powers—present- 
ing something entirely new to the world 
—contest with power and with complete- 
ly divergent political aims. : 
Once again there are voices asking: 
‘Why don’t we get out of Berlin and 
avoid trouble? ... Who wants to fight 
over Berlin? ..: Why worry about the 
Germans anyhow? .. .” and so on. 
But, Oct. 1 was the anniversary of an- 
other attitude, too. 
* It marked 100 days since Russia’s hand 
had choked the throat of rail, river and 
road transport into Berlin from the West- 


a 


ern zones. On June 24 Russia, without 
warning, halted all supplies. 

Food stocks in Berlin’s Western sec- 
tors were large enough to supply the 2,- 
000,000 persons there for just three weeks. 
After that, unless supplies were sent in, the 
Western Berliners would submit to Soviet 
rule, with consequent imprisonment and 
death for thousands who had worked 
with the Allies, or starve. 

For Western troops it would have 
meant pulling out—or touching off shoot- 
ing. 

The Soviets undoubtedly were chuck- 
ling with glee. As usual they underes- 
timated the technocracy and ingenuity of 
the West. To them it seemed impossible 
that the minimum needs of 2,000 tons of 
food, oil, coal and equipment per day 
could be moved into the zone by air. 
That was but a beginning. To keep the 
sector going would require 5,400 tons. 

The Soviets, we know, believed it im- 
possible. 

That was 100 days ago on Oct. 1. 

Four days later “Operation Air Lift” 
was begun. Within the first 90 days more 
than 200,000 tons were flown in. Daily 
figures rose from 1,500 tons in the begin- 
ning to 6,500 tons on Sept. 13. More run- 
ways were built, and additional ones are 
still to come. The British and Americans 
will fly all Winter. War was averted. 
The Soviets lost face in all Europe. Com- 
munism lost face. 

Americans need to have pride in their 
country and its power and its policy. 
There is every reason why Berlin is worth 
this sort of fighting. There is every rea- 
son why the moral force of their country 
should be supported with our money and 
our goods in the battle for peace.

A New Edition 
Of the Bible 


“As a thorn goeth up into.the hand of a 

drunkard, so is a parable in the mouth of fools.’’ 

Is the meaning clear? Would a student of the 

Bible, especially a young one, be likely to understand the inter- 
pretation of that proverb? 

He will if he gets one of the Bibles of the new King James ver- 
sion, to reach the book stores on Oct. 7 or thereabouts. The stu- 
dent will find a footnote on the proverb explaining it as follows: 
A thorn has a point as does a parable, but a drunken man cannot 
feel the thorn and the fool does not understand the parable. 

The new edition, called “The Pilgrim Edition,” has been in 
preparation for 10 years. Originally conceived as an edition for 
children, it gradually was enlarged in scope so as to become a 
Bible for teachers, students and parents. 


: The writings of the Bible were inspired. But 
Understanding it is hardly possible that many of those who 
open the pages of the Bible are inspired enough to understand 
most of it. It is aisturbing to all teachers and writers today that 
even the simplest :anguage is often beyond the capacity of much of 
the audience to which it goes. Writers of farm bulletins have dis- 
covered that many farme:s simply cannot understand the language 
well enough to put the information into practice. 

We have gone all these years doing outside reading so as to 
understand great painters, the works of Shakespeare and the com- 
positions of musicians and the choreography of ballets. But for 
these many centuries we have gone along on the assumption that 
all man had to do to understand, enjoy and appreciate the Bible 
was to open it and read it. 

There is, if you will pardon me, ample evidence that many of 
our ministers disagree as to the meaning of many portions of the 
Bible. The layman, left alone to chart his way through the majes- 
tic, poetic language of the King James version, more often than 
not feels the strength and vitality of the words without compre- 
hending fully the meaning. 


A report on the new edition, by the editor-in-chief of 
the work, informs us there are 7,300 footnotes within 
its 1,760 pages, which will help to simplify the difficult. passages, 
describe odd and obsolete terms and words, and clarify phrases now 
archiac. Further, says the report: 

“Diagrams will show Solomon’s Temple and Palace, the loca- 
tion of the courts and porches, the holy place and the Holy of 
Holies. Line drawings will illustrate the Ark of the Covenant, 
the golden altar of incense and the table of shewbread. Nine of 
the 10 maps included will be brightened with sketches of events 
described in each section. 

“An introduction to each book of the Bible explains the author- 


ship, history and pvurpose, and in many cases gives ay outline of 
the book. An introductory chapter gives the history of various | 


versions of the Bible. Another chapter traces Israel’s history in 
the 400 years thal elapsed between the Old and New Testaments. 


“The footnotes range from definition of a single word to com- | 


plete rewordings of sentences or whole passages. For the reader 
who is stopped by the term ‘habergeon’ a note reads: ‘This was a 
coat of mail, like armor, for covering from the neck to the waist. 
It had a small, round neck hole. The robe of the ephod was the 


same shape as a habergeon.” 

Gift I find myself awaiting it with some eagerness. One of the 
things which I believe Bible readers have most missed, 

especially young readers, is any awareness that the events described 

in the Bible were a part of the world of its time, and that con- 

temporary with those events were many others. The Bible is a 


rich store of study in botany, music, animal life and other subjects | 


which, if included in the comprehension of the reader, will give 
more meaning to the spiritual teachings. This being the first real 
month of Autumn reminding us that Christmas is near at hand, I 
can think of no finer Christmas present that this new ‘‘Pilgrim Edi- 
tion” of the King James version of the Bible.

WASHINGTON—tThe Russians are a hard people to understand. During the war we fought as 
allies and we gave them every possible assistance against the common Axis enemy. In adjusting 
the problems of peace also we made concessions to them which were accepted as more than fair at 
the time. Despite the vast difference in our political philosophies and our concepts of government, 
we have shown a disposition to get along with them in meeting our responsibilities in the postwar 


world. 

As to our peaceful intentions, we have given 
ample evidence of this in the offer we have 
made to turn o our secret of the atomic bomb 
to the United tions organization as an instru- 
ment for maintaining world peace. No nation 
with an ounce of the aggressor in its makeup 
could be expected to give up its monopoly of so 
powerful a weapon of offense and defense. 

Yet in the face of these assurances of our 
peaceful designs the Russians seem to be deter- 
mined to do everything possible to antagonize 
us. They are continually throwing obstacles in 
our path. The performance they are presently 
putting on in Berlin cannot be justified by an 
course of human conduct. There they hav 
blocked us off from any rail entrance to our 
zone of occupation. 


Gen. Lucius Clay, our able occupation 
commander, has been subjected to constant 
insults by the Soviet authorities. They are 
forcing us to spend millions of unnecessary 
dollars in the added expense of maintaining 
_the Berlin air lift, which is our only means 
of supply the people in our section of the 
city with food. Even our air lift operations 

~ are harassed by flight maneuvers of the 
Russian air force. 


What the Russians are after, of course, is to 
get us out of Europe. They hope to do that by 
imcreasing the cost and magnitude of our prob- 
lem, by insulting us and refusing to co-operate 
in laying the groundwork for an enduring peace. 
Once they get rid of us, the way would be open 
for them to gain the mastery over Europe.

Dewey and U. S. Foreign Policy 


SALT LAKE CITY—Out of the multitude of words that Gov. Dewey poured 
forth on his circular trip through the Far West, much of it pretty and eloquent 
if not always particularly pertinent or relevant, there came through every so often 
a hint of those secret fears that beset all political managements of something or 
other unexpected that might happen in the last month of a campaign to upset 


what looks like certain victory. 


This is not unusual or 


especially significant. Politicians were 


worry warts by nature even about what looks like a sure thing to everybody else. 


One revealing clue was the Republican can- 
didate’s constant insistence that the Republican 
party is standing squarely back of the adminis- 
tration in the current crisis over Russia before 
the United Nations. He put it as well and ex- 
plicitly as anywhere else at Great Falls, Mont., 
when he said: 

“It is a moment in history, like never before, 
when our destiny and the fate of peace in the 
world, with which our destiny is bound, depend 
on making clear to every foreign nation the fact 
that the American people are united. The totali- 
tarian States must not misunderstand what is 
happening here. They must not make the error 
of believing that because we are exercising our 
constitutional right to change our government 
this nation is at all split or divided. 

“When we change “our national administra- 
tion next January, as I firmly believe we will, 
it will be for the purpose of strengthening our 
country, cementing our national unity and wag- 
ing the peace with greater skill and effective 
ness 


‘“Let me send this message from Great Falls 
to Paris, and beyond Paris through the iron cur- 
tain: The Republican Party is engaged in this 

for the express purpose of bringing 
our people closer together so that they can real- 
ize their great future and find peace with honor 
in the world. And let no dictator, or trigger- 
happy militarists anywhere, make any mistake 
about that purpose.” 

This is a statesmanlike attitude to demon- 
strate unity among our people. It is an attitude 
no less commendable because it is the thing that 
should be expected, and was the same as that 
taken by Gov. Dewey four years ago in the 
middie of war when he was the Republican can- 
didate, and by the late Wendell L. Willkie in the 
1940 campaign during the critical early days of 
war in Europe before our entry. 

But its repetition at every opportunity would 
seem also to have considerable political im- 
portance in regards voters here at home. It is 
reassurance that it is Gov. Dewey’s policy, and 
not that of the nationalist element in the party, 
that is now the policy of the party and will be 
the policy if he is elected. In short, the Re- 

blican Party is no longer the party of isola- 

onism, but of staunch internationalism. The 


nationalist element was defeated at the Phila- 
delphia Convention, though still strong in Con- 


gress. 

Beyond that, repeated emphasis by Gov. 
Dewey on his knowledge of the crisis and of 
the ability of his adminigtration to handle any 
such if he is elected would appear to be in the 
nature of a hedge against any last-minute re- 
vival of the slogan—‘“Don’t change horses in 
the middle of the stream’’—that became so fa- 
miliar to him in his 1944 campaign in the midst 
of war. 

Politicians seeking to oust an existing na- 
tional regime are nervous about an interna- 
tional crisis on the eve of election. The 
very circumstances give cards to the “ins” 
that are not available to the “outs,” which 
perhaps explains why it has been stressed on 
the Dewey campaign train how the Repub- 
lican candidate is keeping closely advised 
about every move in Paris through John 
Foster Dulles, whose younger brother, Allen 
W. Dulles, is a member of the Dewey staff 
aboard the train, an adviser on foreign 
affairs. 

Another fear grows out of the sense of inse- 
curity among the people today and the uncer- 
tainty about the continuation of prosperity of 
which, seemingly, Gov. Dewey has become con- 
scious on this trip, judging from his comment 
about “the gnawing fears our people suffer now.” 
These he dismissed by saying that they will 
prove baseless when Republicans demonstrate 
their competence and their determination to keep 
the country prosperous. 

Democrats have made quite a point of recall- 
ing the “boom and bust” in the Républican re- 
gime of the 1920s. 

“Your next administration,” the Republican 
candidate said, “will reject the defeatist doctrine 
that our country is fated to swing too wildly 
from boom to bust. It is a fatalism which is 
shared only by those who do not understand 
America or the miracles which a united people 
can achieve. Surely we can avoid a repetition 
of the 1930s, with their hardships, their farm 
foreclosure, their mass unemployment and whole- 
sale misery. With courage and boldness we can 
act to see that such tragedies do not happen here 
again.’

in influential places in practically all of the experi mental radical bureaus of the New Deal. 


There were so many of them and they were 
so impudent and flippant in tossing around the 
rights and aspirations of the American people 
that their existence as a distinct clique or corps 
‘was commonly appreciated. In those early days 
Gen. Hugh Johnson amiably referred to them as 
Frankfurter’s happy hot dogs. If he had lived, 
Johnson probably would be less tolerant of their 
mischief today. He was, first and last, a patriot, 
although he had a juvenile streak which moved 
him to go traipsing after the Pied Piper who was

He rose to such 
power in the State Department that when the 
doddering and dying Roosevelt went to Yalta in 
February, 1945, to sign over the future of Europe 
and Asia and probably of the United States to 
the Kremlin, Hiss was at his side. Hiss was only 
40 years old then and as nimble and lithe a physi- 
cal specimen as you would be likely to find at 
his age and still more nimble and tricky in his 
mind. His testimony before the Thomas Com- 
mittee disclosed a crafty, scheming intelligence, 
trained to parry and give an impression of candor 
and truth to the gullible layman who is used to 
open dealing. 

Without denying that he had ever known 
Whittaker Chambers, the backslid bolo who 
identified him as a fellow conspirator on the 
Russian side, Hiss nevertheless gave most of 
those present at the scene of his theatrical dis- 


claimers the impression that he had denied his |

“The very question of the situa- 
tion in Berlin did not exist,” it 
said, “until the governments of 
the U. S. A., Britain and France 
proceeded to carry through a 
separate currency reform in the 
Western Zones of Germany and in 
three sectors of Berlin. 

“at the same time it is well 
known that the above mentioned 
eurrency reform was only one of 
the latest and particularly far- 
reaching measures in carrying 
through a policy of dismembering 
Germany, which placed the West- 
ern zones of Germany outside the 
eontrol of the Four Powers.” 

The Soviet reply continued: 

“The government of the U.S. A., 
together with the government of 
Great Britain, began the policy 
of dismembering Germany with 
separate economic unification of 
the American and British Zones 
of Occupation of Germany in 1946 
despite the agreement of the pow- 
ers of the anti-Hitlerite coalition 
at the Potsdam conference. There- 
by, the agreement previously con- 
eluded between the U. S. S. R., 
the U. S. A., Great Britain and 
France, regarding the joint con- 
trol of the four powers over oc- 
cupied Germany, was also gross- 
ly violated.” | 

The note said the policy of the 
three powers in Western Germany 
“is increasingly leading to the 
growth of the influence of anti- 
democratic and Nazi elements 
who are responsible for the pre- 
vious aggressive policy of German 
imperialism.” 

This, the Soviet reply charged, 
threatens the security of the whole 
ef Europe. 

The fateful United Nations debate 
ever the Berlin blockade opens to- 
day in Paris with Western dele 
gates predicting Russia will fight 
strenuously against putting the 


full page to publication of Soko- 
lovsky’s remarks. 

The Council’s Berlin meeting 
overshadowed the continuing ses- 
sions of the UN Assembly. The 
Assembly’s Political Committee 
planned to resume atomic energy 
debate this morning, but cancelled 
an afternoon session so as not to 
conflict with the Berlin discus- 
sions.

Bernadotte, the assassinated UN 
Mediator, recommended the desert 
area of Southern Palestine be 
given to Arab Paléstine and West- 
ern Galilee to Israel in a juggling 
of boundaries under the original 
UN partition plan. 

It appeared that French coal 
production would be halted com- 
pletely today by a Commuznist-in- 
spired general mine strike, but the 
length of the walkout was uncer- 
tain. The Communists said the 
strike would be of “unlimited du- 
ration,” but one non-Communist 
union said it was joining the walk- 
out for only 48 hours.

NANKING — (#) — A Govern-

Grain Prices 
Coming Down 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
NEW YORK—Most of the Communists 
in America are “belly Communists,” the 
have-nots of our country, and the best 
way to cure them is to see that they get 
enough to eat. 

In a serious, extemporaneous talk to the nation’s food editor 
here, Philip W. Pillsbury, President of Pillsbury Mills, Inc., said 
that America’s current bumper crop of grain, coupled with Europe’s 
promising harvest, means far more than a full bread basket. 

“It means the fall of food prices and a strong blow against 
Communism,” he said. 


Pilisbury’s statement that “grain will be coming out of 
our ears,” was borne out in the hopeful attitude of Paul 
Willis, President of the Grocery Manufacturers, Inc., who said 
that food prices have reached their peak and will now be 
dropping steadily until the first of the year. 


Willis said the.food index last week was $6.82, compared to 
$6.93 the corresponding time last year and the high of this year 
of $7.36 on July 12. 

The men agreed that more grain will mean less expensive feed 
for livestock, which will affect all food prices all the way down 
the line. 

___ These men contradicted the milk-and-meat men whose products 
Pillsbury and Willis called “the glamour foods,” who earlier had 
warned that there was no downward trend in prices in sight. 

Pillsbury urged a peacetime program to consider the needs of 
consumers because, he said, “one-third of our people never do 
learn to eat properly ...a well-fed man, a well-fed family, have 
the security that makes good citizens.” 


Cream of the Crop 


After a week with the Food Editors of America, I have been 
reconvinced they are the cream of the newspaper crop among 
women, judging them from a live-and-let-live standard. They have 
a kind of expansive kindness that is the nearest a working woman 
can come to a well-rounded and secure queen of a household. 

Of course they are secure. The home economics field is still 
desperately uncrowded, and no woman with skill in foods, a flair 
for entertaining and table drama and the art of making a house 
a home ever goes begging for a job with dignity ... and money. 
It is probably the only science they teach girls in school which every 
one of them can use every day of their lives. 

This creamy assurance of being good in a field which is not 
competitive with men takes the edge off women food experts one 
is likely to find abrasive in other women successful in business or 
the professions. 

All in all, they do a better job in their test kitchens and home 
economics laboratories than any other group of trained workers.

The purpose of the call was not 
known, but it was reported the for- 
mer Interior Secretary, who served 
13 years under Presidents Roose- 
‘velt and Truman, had requested 
the appointment and he will see 
Mr. Truman at 12:30 p. m. 

Ickes has been writing a news 
paper column since he left the 
Cabinet in a hot controversy with 
Mr. Truman over the “Pauley inci- 
dent.” The President accepted the 
resignation in a terse note devoid 
of any of the usual expressions of 
praise. Ickes, in a bitter rejoinder, 
said he had no desire to hold any 
post under the President’s jurisdie- 
tion. 

The resignation came after Ickes 
testified against Edwin W. Pauley, 
Mr. Truman’s choice for Under 
secretary of the Navy, and the 
President’s remark at a news con. 
ference that I¢kes could have beem 
wrong. 

The nomination was finally 
withdrawn at Pauley’s own re 
quest. Pauley is a California ofl 
man and former officer of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

Ickes has voted Many tickets 
during his many years of fiery 
political activity. Only last year” 
he registered at his home in Ob 
ney, Md., as a “nonpartisan.” 

Ickes never listed his party affil- 
iation in the congressional diree 
tory during his long service in 
Washington.
